Claims 1, 6, 14, 19, 23, 27, and 28 are 
independent. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Terminal Disclaimer filed December 17, 2004 has been approved. The filing 
the Terminal Disclaimer has overcome the obviousness type double patenting rejection 
of claims 1-28 under 35 U.S.C. 101. 

Claims 1-28 are allowable over the prior art of record. Lourette et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,978,016), cited below, which is the closest prior art, teaches a multi-mode 
camera providing a help icon (226) for providing the user with information on operating 
the camera (Fig. 6 and corresponding explanation, note col. 19, lines 1-15). Lourette et 
al. discloses a help function that the operator can access to obtain information from a 
help menu when the help icon (226) is selected. However, Lourette et al. does not 
teach an error utility software component that detects improper operation of the camera 
and instructs the user as to the correct manner in which to operate the camera.
